The public testimonials of universal con- 
lia'cmee'and Tiratitnde which have, most sig- 
nally, emphasized Millard Fillmore’s return 
from Europe, have graced his progress to his 
humble home near Niagara with more honor 
than a party name, patronage or power could 
ever confer. His every step homeward has 
been marked with outpourings of the popu- 
lar heart which would have been honorable to 
Washington. And, compelled to respond 
to these spontaneous, offerings, he has, in his 
addresses not only manifested powers of 
speech equal to those of the greatest modern 
. orators, but exhibited a spirit of intrepidity, 
Magnanimity and patriotism unsurpassed even 
by the Father of his Country. As some 
proof of all this, we call attention to two of

stitutional rights of North and South, and 
consulted the harmony and integrity of the 
Union. 

By that heroic devotion to liis whole coun- 
try he subjected himself to proscription by the 
political abolitionism of the North, and was 
partially ostracised by his own .section. —

Col. Benton upon tiik Cincinnati 
Platform. — Col. Benton addressed a Demo 
cratic “Ratification meeting” at St. Louis on 
Saturday night week. The Republican 
speaking of his speech, says: 

Col. Benton, in I 113 speech last night, as plain as 
words could convey it, explicitly repudiated the 
Cincinnati Platform; ho treated it in the most con- 
temptuous and cavalier style, and whatever may bo 
his opinion of the nominees, he regards the Cincin- 
nati resolves as mere stuff. 

In illus' n of this, ho recited a conversation 
ho had gentleman in Cincinnati, and whom 

ho asked, ewer the platform was adopted, “how 
could you swallow such stuff?" The gentleman rc 
plied: "As I would a doso of ipicac,” and Col. Ben 
ton further said, it was good only as a "noisome dose 
that would relievo the stomach by a puke” This is 
his exact language, aud it has the merit, at least, 
of forcible, if not disgusting opposition to the plat- 
form. Tho people of Missouri will at once sec 
where Colonel Benton stands, and as the exponent 
of Bcntonism in this State, ho neeossarily drags all 
the lesser satellites with him. 

But if more were wanting to express his sentiments 
in relation to the platform, it might he found in the 
personal illustration ho applied. “Candidates” ho 
said, “kick over platforms al ter they arc placed upon 
them and serve their purpose. / kick them over as 
soon as they aro erected." He regarded platforms, 
he said, as perfectly useless, tho Constitution being 
the only one he rccognisod.” 

In noticing the inquiries that had been 
suggested by the press, whether he was re- 
ally iu favor of Buchanan’s election or of 
Fremont’s, he assumed a tone of haughty 
indignation, and said he would not answer 
by words but by deeds, and then appealed to 
his past life as evidence that neither selfish- 
ness nor family interests could influence his 
political conduct.

We have lying before us the original manuscript 
of a letter dated Hermitage, May 17th, 1822, address- 
ed by General Jackson to Andrew J. Donelson, who 
was at that time a law student of the Transylvania 
University, at Lexington, Kentucky. In this letter, 
among other things. General Jackson say's: 

I am bnppy to find you have been treated with 
attention by Mr. Clay and his family. Your atten- 
tion to thorn in return is certainly’ proper; and in all 
your intercourse with Mr. Clay and his family, 
yonreonduet ought to bo as though there never had 
arisen a coolness between him and mvsclf. * * 

1 have no enmity against Mr. Clay now. 1 havo 
triumphed over nty enemies. 1 am see u re in a peuoe- 
fulirfinsofcncc, on a review of all my public acts. 1 
have met with the full approbation of my govern- 
ment and nation, ond am willing to be Rt peace 
with all men.” 

Thus wroto General Jackson -in respect to Mr. 
Clay in 1822. 

Ilow tho “friendly intercourse” which had once 
existed, and been uninterrupted, between these dis- 
tinguished men. was “restored” anil resumed at 
Washington, in the winter of 182 : 1 - - Mr. Clay has 
related in one of his publications. Ho met Gen. 
Jackson at a dinner given by the Tennessee dele- 
gation: salutations were exchanged between them, 
Gen. Jackson took Mr. Clay home tohisi Mr. Clay's) 
lodgings, iu his < Gen. Jackson’s) carriage: Mr. Clay 
was subsequently invited by Gen. Jackson to dine 
with him, and Gen. Jackson was then invited by 
Mr. Clay to dine with him, aud did so. 

Ou liis arrival at Washington, at the opening of 
the session of 182i-’3, Gen. Jackson called on Mr. 
Clay, and Mr. Clay returned the visit. 

Such were the personal relations existiug between 
Gen. Jackson and Mr. Clay, when, in an evil hour 
for both, James Buchanan, then a Representative iu 
Congress from Pennsylvania — now the Democratic 
candidate for the Presidency — intervened.

The Polygamy Question. — We have 
heretofore noticed that the Commi; 
Territories in the lower House of Congress, 
have brought in a bill for the suppression of 
polygamy, making it an offence punishable 
by a flue of £500 and imprisonment from 
two to five years. 

This, properly observes the St. Louis News, 
is taking the bull by the horns, and looking 
him full in the face. It grapples with Mor- 
mon polygamy, at once, and drags Brigham 
Young and his followers right up to the bar. 
Concurrent with this is the application of 
Utah for admission into the Union, with all 
its abominable institutions, practices and 
customs, which the Mormons insist are jus- 
tifiable, on the broad ground of Squatter 
Sovereignty. If the House bill should pass 
and become a law, Uuclc- Sam will have as 
much as he can do in the next ten years, in 
arresting some twenty or thirty thousand 
Latter Day Saints, and confining them in 
prison. If Utah be allowed to come into the 
Union as she is, on the polygamy platform, 
Christianity will be scandalized by the spec- 
tacle of an enlightened nation tacitly sanc- 
tioning the hideous doctrines of Brigham 
Young. 

The Old Line Whig Convention. — 
We have a detailed report of the proceedings 
of this body, which met in Louisville ou 
Thursday last, in the Louisville papers of 
yesterday. It was not largely attended, 
only sixteen counties iu the State being 
represented, and by fifty-one delegates. Wc 
shall publish the official proceedings of the 
Convention.

We have but little room for comments at pres- 
ent.

Wherever Whig conventions havo 
been held there has either been an actual expres- 
sion of preference for Millard Fillmore, or in oue or 
two instances have omitted any expression of opin- 
ion.

There are many rtasol 
why the convention yesterday did not plainly and 
llatlv endorse Mr. Fillmore. Thcdesircof a number 
of influential men who were present, who arc ardent 
and earnest advocates of Mr. Fillmore's election, 
deemed it inexpedient that the convention should 
take such action. They aim at a re-organization of 
tho Whig party, and while they will vote for Mr. 
Fillmore, and many of them expect to canvass their 
districts iu his behalf, they think that the conven- 
tion as a convention of a distinct political organi- 
zation should not merge itself with any other party. 

Of tho committee on resolutions, we have bcon 
informed that R. Apperson, Sr., lion. J. F. Bell, 
Judge Kincaid, and Judge Pirtle arc warmly in fa- 
vor of Mr. Fillmore. Mr. Jas. B. Clay has been 
heard to say that he is not forBuchunan. We have 
not heard the predilections of the other two gen- 
tlemen on the committee. 

Tho third resolution however contains a virtual 
rocommeuoation of Mr. Fillmore. It advises the 
Whigs of Kentucky and of the Union to support 
that candidate for the Presidency whone antecedent* 
are moat conformable to old Whig principles. Under 
the resolution old Whigs cannot support Mr. Buchan- 
an nor Col. Fremont, aud if they vote at all they 
must support Mr. Fillmore or else go altogether con- 
trary to the principles of the Whig party. 

They have also adopted a resolution incorporating 
the leading features of tho American platform in re- 
gard to foreign paupers and aliens and tho extension 
of the naturalization laws. They have thus near- 
ly obliterated all lines of distinction and actually 
approved the most important measures advocated 
by the American party. 

It will be seen from the resolutions that there will 
not probably be held a National Whig convention 
either to-day or on the 30th inst.

The excitement with regard to Mr. Cramp- 
ton’s arrival out speedily subsided on the offi- 
cial declaration being made that Mr. Dallas 
would not be dismissed. 

The recruiting business is considered as 
definitely settled, and hopes freely interchan- 
ged that the Central American question will 
also be put to rest. 

The nomination of Mr. Buchanan for the 
Presidency had been received, but caused 
but little stir. 

Peace meetings aud friendly addresses to 
America were abundant. 

Mr. Baillie’s motion in the House of Com- 
mons respecting the American difficulties, 
and in which it was supposed the Palmerston 
Ministry would be defeated, has been with- 
drawn. 

It was reported that Great Britain would 
send no minister to Washington during the 
administration of Pierce. The impression, 
however, is that it is merely rumor. 

Advice# from Vienna state that Marshall 
lladetikij hasjscnt word to his Government, 
from Lombardy, that if excitement continued 
in Lombardy and the Vcnitian provinces, he 
should demand an increase of 30,000 Aus- 
trian troops. The Government agreed to in- 
crease his force should it be necessary. 

The ship Sarah Bryant, from Cronstadt for 
New \ r ork, was the first American vessel 
that passed the Sound since the expiration of 
the treaty. She paid the dues under protest. 

The Russian Government is turning its at- 
tention to tho colonization of its American 
territory. A large colonization is being fitted 
up at Hamburg by the Russian American 
Company. 

It appears settled that very little grain will 
be exported from Russia this season. Hun- 
dreds of vessels that went to the Black Sea for 
cargoes will return empty. 

The ship Achilles, from Philadelphia, arri- 
ved in the Scheldt on the 18th ult. The 
Hortense, from Baltimore, reached Belfast on 
the 16th, and the Clara Preble, from Balti- 
more, arrived at Deal on the 10th. 

France. — The fmperor Napoleon is taking 
steps to have the Empress appointed regent 
for her son. The project of a law on the sub- 
ject has been sent to the Senate and debated 
with closed doors. It proposes that in care of 
le the Empress shall, reign as- 
sisted by a council of regency, whose names 
the Emperor will leave under a sealed envel- 
ope. 

The government papers are writing upon 
the project. The Monttieur gives the project 
of Senators and the Committee on the Regen- 
cy, and states that the Empress will lie re- 
gent and guardian of her son during his mi- 
nority, but is not to contract a second mar- 
riage while it continues. In case of the death 
of the Empress the regency to pass to the 
senior Prince of France, and thence to the 
other Princes in the order of hereditary suc- 
cession, and, failing them all, to the Council 
of Regency chosen by the Senate. 

Italy. — T here are two or three changesin 
the Sardinian Ministry, the chief one being 
the appointment of Gen. La Mamora to the 
war department. 

Baron Wener, the Austrian under secreta- 
ry of foreign affairs, has gone to Rome, the 
rumored object of the visit being to convince 
Cardinal Antonelli and his colleagues of the 
importance of making necessary reforms. 

England. — In Parliament, on Friday 
night, Mr. Gladstone stated that on Monday 
last, when Lord Palmerston announced the 
intention of the Government to continue dip- 
lomatic relations witli America, he did not 
give any explanation of the motives which 
led to that course, nor advert to tho conduct 
of the American Government in the dismiss- 
al of G'rampton. At that period there was 
reason to expect an immediate discussion of 
the question, and therefore he might have 
thought that explanations at that time were 
premature. He thought it important that 
the House should know as soon as possible the 
nature of the reply the Government intended to 
give to Mr. Marcy’s despatch respectiug the 
dismissal on Mr Crampton. He wished to 
know whom the Government would be pro-' 
pared to lav their reply to Mr. Marcy on the 
table.

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AKOTUEIt SPEECH FROM MR. FILL- 
MORE. 

After enthuiiafitic congratulatious along 
the wholo route from the city of New York, 
Mr. Fillmoke reached his home at Buffalo 
on Saturday afternoon, and was most cordi- 
ally welcomed by his fellow-citizcu?. The 
stores, vessels in the harbor, and the public 
buildiugs were decorated with lings aud ban* 
uers. The procession was composed of Hkc 
military, the city firemen, and private ciii- 
/a»os. It was very large. Mr. If. W. Ro- 
gers delit cruel an addre.^s on behalf of the 
citizens, to which Mr. Fillmore replied, 
thanking them for the compliment bestowed 
upon him, aud reverting to his tour in Eu- 
rope, &c. lie then retired to his residence, 
escorted by tho military. 

The following is tho speech of Mr. Fill- 
more in reply to a congratulatory address 
at Rochester: 

Mr. Fillmore **iid that bo had uo rra?ou to die- 
£\i\av hia sontiineuta on the subject of the Missouri 
compruQii?o f which seeuied to bo the chief source 
of the unfortunate agitation.* that now diaturboci 
tho |*ace of tbo oountry. He said that it would be 
recollected whon Uo came iuto the administration 
the country was agitated from centre to circumfer- 
ence with the oxciting subject of slavery. This 
quoatiou wo.- tbwu forced upon the country l>y the 
acquisition of now Territories, uud he foured that 
tho eloquent address of the chairman gave him more 
credit for the settlement of that quostiou lhau b« 
was entitled to, but uot more, however, ibau bo 
would bavo deserved bad his power equalled hits iie~ 
.-ire. But tho truth vra«, that many noble patriot*, 
Whigs uod I>eu»"craU, in both Houses of Congress, 
rallied around and suntaiuod the Administration at 
thi* trviug time, and to them was cbiofly duo the 
merit of settling this exciting controversy. 

Those measures usually called the compromise 
Di ensures ot 1850 «' he continued ) were not iu .*11 res- 
pects what I would have desired, but they were the 
eat that oould bo obtained after a protruded dis- 
cussion of this subject, which shook this Republic 
from its centre to its circumference, and I felt bound 
to give jjietii'iny offittA^&provil. Not only this, 
yTceiving iu«h-* was ^isponHu*a-lui»!ricw the 
agitation, I took tbv resj»oi isibility of declaring, in 
ubstance, in my annual message, that I regarded 
these measures as a "final settlement" of this ques- 
tion, and that the laws thus jawsed ought to be main- 
uin* d until time aud experience should demonstrate 
the necessity of modification or repeal. I then 
thought that this exciting subject was at an end, and 
that there would be no further occasion to intro- 
duce it into the legislation of Congress. 

Territorial Govern menu had been provided for 
iu the territory except that covered by the Missou- 
ri Compromise, and I had no suspicion thuithat wa.; 
to be disturbed. 1 have no hesitation in raying, 
what most of you know already, that I was deci- 
d^dlj opposed to the disturbance of that couipro 
mise. Good faiib, a 5 ; .well as the peace of the coun- 
try, 5«emied to mo to require that a coiRpromlae 
which had stood for more than thirty years should 
not be wantonly disturbed. These were ray senti- 
ments then, fully and fearlessly, expressed, verbal- 
ly and in writing, to all my frb mls North and South, 
who solicited my opirdon. 

This repeal seems to have been a Pandora’s box, 
..utof which issued all the evils which now afflict 
the country, without scarcely leaving hope behind: 
and many 1 perceive arc ready to attribute all these 
to our Southern brethren. But is this just? It must 
be borne in mind that this measure originated with 
a Northern Senator, and was sustained and sanc- 
tioned by a Northern President. I do not recollect 
i hat even a petition fr.-many Southern State soli- 
cited this repeal; and how could Southern nffember* 
of Congress refuse a boon thu^ offered by the North 
to the South? It only could be done by sacrificing 
themselves upon the altar of their country for their 
country’s good, and thU in tortainlv expecting too 
much from political men in times like those. The 
blame, therefore, it appears to mo, with all due def- 
erence, is chiefly chargeable to those who originated 
this measure, and, however wc may deplore the act, 
it affords naiuet ground of controversy with our 
Southern brethreu, certainly none by which they 
diould be deprived of thoir political right*. 

But wo now sec a party organized in the North, 
n.d for tho first time .-electing it? Candida to for Pres- 
ident and Vice President from the Not them States, 
with the avowed intention of electing them to gov- 
ern the South ns woll as the North. By what rule 
is a President thus elected to select hi- Cabin*** 
Councils, hiaforeiura ministers, judges m,.| adminis- 
trative officer*? Are they alio to be edected erteln- 
“-ively from the North? Or may you Uko it Cabinet 
officer from thb South, though you cannot a Presi- 
dent or Vice President? These in practice must, a* 
I have said ou another occasion, ho vmbarrav-ing 
questions. The North i=, beyond ail question, the 
most populous, and tho most wealthy, and has the 
most vote.-:, and therefore ha* the power to inflict this 
injustice upou the South. Rut we can best judge 
of its consequences by reversing tho scone. Sup- 
pose the South was the most populous, the most 
wealthy, and possessed the greatest number of elec- 
toral votes, and that it should elect r President aud 
Vice President of slaveholders from tho South to 
lule tho North. Do you think, fellow citizens, that 
you would submit to this injustice? [Cries of no, 
iio.] Truly you would not: but one uuivorsal cry 
-of "uo" would r«ud tho skies; and cau you suppose 
vour Southern brethren less sensitive, thau you ou 
t bio subject or loss jealous of their rights? If you 
do, let mo tell you that you aro mistaken; and there- 
fore you perceive that the consequence of the suc- 
cess of such a party with -uch an object must be tho 
dissolution of this glorious Hulun. 

I am unwilling to believu that those who are en- 
gaged in this ran foresee tho cousequoncc- of their 
owu act?. Why should uot the goiden rule which 
our Saviour has prescribed for our iutorCourco with 
each utb**r be applied to the intercourse between 
these fraternal States? Lot us do unto them u- wc 
would tbev should do unto u> under like circum 
.-lances. They are our brethren, they are our 
frieudr, and wc arc all embarked in the muio .-b ip, 
aud if she founders iu oouaoqueueo of this mi: 
oiuutfgcmcut of tho crew wc must all go down to- 
gether. This Union iuu*i be torn a -under, tkL 
beautiful fabric, reared by the baud, of our ances- 
tor.-, must be scattered in ruins, aud tbc people, iu 
the luuguago of tbe cloquout ud'lroK-. of yon c chair- 
mar, bo converted into a nation of lohmavliios. I 
< auuot couteuiplate such a scone without horror, aud 
I turu from it with loutfiiug aud uisguat. 

I fear that your chairmau anticipate too much 
v* hen he supposes thut it M ill be iu my power, il 
elected to the Presidency, to restore harmony to the 
count y. All I cau .-ay j d that iu such an event I 
should be wilting to make every racriticc, personal 
aud political, to attain so desirable an object. But I 
can never CoUifCnt to bo the President of a ]>orti jT of 
this natiou as against the other. I can give hq pledge 
for tho future lliat is not found in my past conduct. 
If you w ish a Chief Magistrate to administer the 
Constitution and Laws impartially in every part of 
i-he Union, giving to every State and Territory aud 
every citizen bis just due, without fear or favor, 
then you may cast your vote* for me. 

1 repeat hero what 1 have said elsewhere, that il 
there be those at tho North who want a President to 
rule tho North, *-t if thore bo those at the South who 
want a Trodden t to rule the South, l do uot want 
thoir votes. I can never represent them, i eland 
upon the broad platform of the Constitution and 
the Law?. If l anould be culled upon to administer 
the Government, the Constitution and Laws of the 
country shall be executed at every hazard and every 
cost. 'Applause.]

If the proffiect of carrying- Pennsylvania 
for Mr. Buchanan was doubtful front the be- 
ginning. his chances have become r- 1 ill more 
desperate by the transfer of the Gentian 
vote to Fremont. The Philadephia 1 tines 
u neutral journal, cautious in ils avowals and 
uot likely to tie misled, estimates this loss to 
the Democratic party at certainly not less 
than six or seven thousand votes; and re- 
marks further, that “the Democratic party 
will, from the same cause, lose its uncertain 
majority in Texas and Missouri, both of which 
States will give, under these ciroim c, n ikci, 
a majority for Mr. Fillmore.'’ 

Horace Greeley very frankly admits that 
Mr. Fillmore will pretty .surely receive the 
electoral votes of Delaware, Maryland, Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee. North Carolina and 
Louisiana he puts down as doubtful, Florida 
not impossible, aud perhaps Georgia. 

Mr. Stuart, of Virginia, claims all tho above 
mentioned States as for Fillmore, and adds 
to them Massachusetts, New Jersey, Rhode 
Island, New York. Pennsylvania, Missouri 
and California. In addition to these Statos, 
the Philadelphia Times expresses the opin- 
ion that Mr. Fillmore’s prospects in Missis- 
sippi ami Arkansas are now of a very auspi- 
cious character, and are improving daily; and 
that in Virginia the Old Line Whigs, who, to 
the number of twelve thousand, turned tho 
scale at tho last Gubernatorial election in fa- 
vor of Wise, will go in a lxxly Par Fillmore. 
If these speculations arc based upon reliable 
data, it is therefore not improbable that Mr. 
Fillmore will succeed in carrying the follow- 
ing States: — Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania.

From the reading of t he above provision 
it will lm aeeu that it was proposed to place 
every forcigocr who simply resided in the 
L nited States at the passage of the act, and 
who would go through the easy formula of 
taking an oath of intention to liccotne a citi- 
zen previous to hi; application for the benefit 
ol the act, upon the same footing, precisely, 
with every native-born citizen of the United 
States. 1 hus the public lands acquired by 
the common blood and common treasure of 
the citizens of the United States were 
posed to lie wantonly distributed amongst 
men who had not become citizens, and were 
not compelled to become citizens, in order to 
reap all the benefits of this act. 

They could take a simple oath of intention 
to become citizens, aud then immediately en- 
ter upon and occupy ono hundred and otxly 
acres of the public lands, and remain iu its 



occupancy, without ever swearing to support 
the Constitution of the United States. This 
is a monstrous feature to be incorporated in 
to an American law, passed by American 
legislators. It strikes down every distinc- 
tion ltetween native aud foreign persons— dis- 
tinctions which must and ought, in the very 
nature of things, toexist, and which do exist- 
in the Constitution of the United States it 
self.

Tiik Recent Whig Convention at Loc- 
isville. — The Louisville .Journal thus notices 
a dispatch sent off from that city in regan) to 
tho W^hifs Convention w hich assembled there 
on the 3d inst. 

“In the dispatch above it is stated that the 
Whig Convention which met in this city on 
the 3d inst., rejected a resolution expressing 
the confidence of the Whigs of Kentucky in 
Fillmore. This is false. The resolution, if 
the Convention had been brought to a vote on 

it, icould have hr* n wiojtted by an oi'rruhelming w.a- 

jority. There had l»en an argreement entered 
into, that instead of adopting such a resolution! 
the soctions three and nine of the resolutions 
reported by the Committee should be adopted 
by the Convention. Section three incorpo- 
rates the anti- fore ion ism of the American 
Platform, and section nine is vcrtually a re- 
commendation of Mr. Fillmore — so intended 
and so understood. When Col. Hopkins, of 
Ilcnderson.proposed the resolutions directly 
expressing a preference for Mr. Fillmore, they 
were opposed by the strongest Fillmore men 
in the Convention, and, in accordanoe with 
the previous agreement, laid on the table with- 
out any vote on their adoption. It is not 
true that Hon. Joshua F. Bell and Judge 
Kinkead supported Col. Ilopkies' resolutions. 
They were the leading spirits in the Conven- 
tion. They both declared themselves em- 
phatically for Millard Fillmore, aud will both 
probably canvass a great portion of the State 
in his behalf; but they had agreed to the adop- 
tion of sections three and nine of the resolu- 
tions reported by the Committee, in the place 
of the direct expression of preference, and they 
were among the first to oppose Col. Hopkins’ 
resolutions when offered. In this they were 
joined by the Louisville delegation and others 
who were enthusiastic Fillmore men.” 

Tut American Order. — The editor of 
the Statesman seems to be much afflicted of 
late with his besetting curiosity to know 
what is going on within the American Coun- 
cils of this city.

The great need of 
the country is a steady hand at the helm to 
guide the good ship of State safely between 
the rocks on one hand and the quicksands on 
the ot her. The country needs an experienced 
pilot; one who knows the seas; she needs a 
tried man; she has looked for him; he docs not 
turn a deaf car to her call, but leaving the 
peacftil_ walks of private life he, Millard 
Fillmore, will soon guide the good old ship 
into the calmer seas in which ho left her when 
he retired from his high trust in years gone 
by. [Tremendous applause.]

MR. FIM.MORE AT ALBANY. — A NO- 
BLE SPEECH— HEAD IT. 

If any reader has a lingering doubt that 
Mr. Fillmore entertains those sentiments 
which every patriot w ould like to sec anima- 
ting the Chief Magistrate of the Republic, let 
him read the follow ing speech by Millard 
Fillmore, at Albany, on his way through that 
city.

Hero 
nearly thirty years ago, I commenced my political 
earoer. In this building I first saw a Legislative 
body insession [cheers], but at that time it never 
entered into tbo aspirations of„tny heart that I 
should ever receive such a welcome as this, in tho 
capital of mynative State. [Cheers.] 

You havo been pleased, sir, to allude to my for- 
mer services and my probable course if i should 
again be c-allcd to the position of Chief Magistrate 
of the nation. [Applause.] It is not pleasant to 
speak of one's self, yet I trust that the occasion will 
justify in* 1 in briefly alluding to one or two events 
connected with my last Administration. [Cheers.] 
You all know that when I was called to the Exccu- 
tivo chair, by a bereavement which overwhelmed 
the nation with grief, tho country was unfortunate- 
ly agitated from oue end to tho other upon the ex- 
citing subject of slavery.

1 can appreci- 
ate the difficulty of administering this government, 
and if tho present Exccutivo and bis supporters 
have with good intention and honost hearts, made 
a mistake, I ho|>o God may forgive them, as 1 do. 

But if there be 
those who havo brought those calamities upon tho 
country, for selfish or ambitious objects, it is your 
duty, fellow -citizens, to hold them to a striol respon- 
sibility. [Cheers.] , , , 

The agitation which disturbed tho pcaco ot the 
country in 1850, was unavoidable. It was brought 
upon us by tho acquisition of new territory, for tho 
government of which it was necessary to provide 
territorial administrations. It is for you to say 
whether the prescut agitation, which distracts the 
country and threatens us with civil war, ha* not 
been recklessly and Wantonly produced by tho adop- 
tion of a measure to aid in personal advancement 
rather than in any public good. [Cheers.J 

Sir you havo been pleased to say that I linvo tho 
union of these States at heart. This, sir, is most 
true, for if there be one object dearer to me than 
any other, it is the unity, prosperity, and glory of 
this great Republic; and t confer frankly, sir, that 
I fear it is iu danger. I say nothing of any partic- 
ular section, much lo^s of tho several candidates 
before the people. 1 presume they arc all honora- 
ble men. B ut, sir, what do wc sec? An exaspera- 
ted feeling between the North and South, on tho 
most exciting of all topics, resulting in bloodshed 
and organized military array. 

But this is not all, sir. We seo apolitical party, 
presenting candidates for tho Presidency and \ ice 
Presidency, selected for the fir*t time from the free 
States alone, with the avowed purpose of electing 
these candidates by the suffrages of one part of tho 
Union only to rule over the wholo United States.— 
Can it be possible that those who are engaged in 
such a measure can have seriously reflected upon the 
consequences which must inevitably follow iu case 
~ [Cheers.] Can they have tho madness 



that has arisen from its ashes that is yet to save the 
country. [Applause.] 

I confess that in looking around upon my former 
associates hero it remind?; me of the scenes through 
which we passed in 1360.

LEXINGTON & BIG SANDY HAIL 
ROAD. 

Last Saturday was tho annual meeting of 
the Stockholders of this company, in this 
place, and I jet use n thirty and forty thousand 
shares of stock was represented at the meet- 
ing. 

Judge Bush of Clarke County was the 
Chairman, and Judge Gist of Montgomery 
County was Secretary of the meeting. 

The Board of Directors, through the Pres- 
ident. made a report which gave so much sat- 
isfaction to the Stockholders that they order- 
ed a large extra number to be printed for gen- 
eral circulation along the line of the road. — 
It appears by the rei>ort that tho graduation, 
which had been done up to the first of this 
month, amounted to five hundred and eighty- 
two thousand dollars. 

The right of way and laud for depots had 
cost fifty-four thousand dollars. That the 
cost of the preliminary and locating sur- 
veys of tho road was twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars, and the cost of engineering, 
since the work of construction commenced, 
has been a like sum of twenty-five thousand 
dollars. 

That the cross ties had been paid for to the 
extent of eleveu thousand dollars and U.oOO 
more were bought at 25 cents each. That 
the company had near a thousand tons of 
rails weighing 60 pounds to the yard, at Cin- 
cinnati, and ready to be removed to Ashland, 
to be laid at the East end of the line, which 
is ready for track laying. That a fine 24 ton 
Locomotive had been purchased from the 
Taunton Works and which was en route be- 
tween Cincinnati and Ashland. 

That in the course of five months about 
seven additional miles would be ready for the 
rails at the east end of the line and thirty- 
three miles, from Lexington to Mt. Sterling 
at the west end, making an aggregate of fifty 
miles, and that to complete the graduation 
and masonry for the last named thirty-three 
miles would cost one hundied and forty thou- 
sand dollars. This is a greater sum than had 
been anticipated, but the chief engineer re- 
ported that the settling of the embankments 
last winter makes this sum greater than it 
would have been, though such settling would 
have taken place after the track was laid, if 
it had not done so before. Several of the sec- 
tions between Mount Sterling and Lexington 
are ready for the superstructure. \Ye would

have ever gone along more evenly under like 
circumstances than this has done.
